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THE  90th  YEAR 


1988  is  a year  that  will  be  remembered  in  Sandy's 
history  for  accomplishments  large  and  small.  It  was  the 
year  that  we  secured  our  very  own  mainland  dock  and  parking 
facility,  the  year  that  we  began  and  almost  completed  our 
largest  capital  campaign,  with  84%  of  our  goal  already  reached 
by  the  end  of  the  summer,  and  also  the  year  of  the  cooked-to-order 
breakfast  omelette. 

It  was  a great  season.  We  had  a full  camp  (except  for 
the  Octoberfest  weekend),  hot  weather,  with  80°  temperatures 
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every  day  for  the  first  six  weeks,  and  23  days  above  90  . 

Campers  spent  most  of  the  day  in  their  bathing  suits.  It 
was  exhausting  for  the  staff,  but  wonderful  vacation  weather 
for  the  campers. 

1988  was  also  the  first  summer  (after  28  years)  without 
the  services  of  Bob  and  Barbara  Patterson.  They  were  missed, 
but  Rus  Carlsten  stepped  in  and  did  an  excellent  job,  with  a 
somewhat  different  job  description.  Rus  managed  the  program 
staff  and  did  a lot  more  administrative  work,  especially  in 
working  with  the  young  staff.  Brian  Primrose,  our  Music  Director, 
assumed  the  role  of  dance  instructor  and  ran  the  evening  dances. 

We  had  many  prospective  campers  who  remained  on  waiting 
lists  all  summer  long,  and  were  disappointed  at  being  unable 
to  come  to  Sandy.  The  camp  still  seems  to  be  an  attractive 
place  for  a family  to  spend  a week.  The  combination  of  our 
location,  extensive  program,  competent  staff,  good  food  and  a 
friendly  environment  is  the  key  to  keeping  Sandy  in  the  forefront 
of  family  camping  for  years  to  come. 


WE  DID  IT  IN  THE  ' 80's 


In  1988  the  new  dock,  road,  parking  lot  and  shelter  at 
North  Woods  Camp  were  completed.  Because  of  problems  with 
the  Wetlands  Board  caused  by  our  neighbors'  objection  to  the 
project,  and  the  wet  spring,  both  the  dock  and  road  work  were 
delayed.  The  road  delay  in  turn  delayed  the  construction  of  the 
building . 

However,  with  perseverance  and  hard  work  all  projects 
were  completed.  The  dock  was  used  for  the  first  time  by  the 
5th  week  campers.  The  building  was  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  summer.  Thanks  go  to:

Many  campers  commented  on  the  pleasant  drive  from  the 
Boston  area  to  Wolfeboro,  the  excellent  road  down  to  the 
turnaround  area,  and  the  nice  dock. 

The  parking  lot  was  a little  too  small  to  handle  the 
overlapping  of  incoming  and  outgoing  camper  cars,  and  we 
usually  had  5 to  8 cars  parked  on  the  road.  We  intend  to 
enlarge  the  parking  area  to  handle  8 more  cars  by  next  summer. 

The  Shelter  is  complete  except  for  the  deck  and  benches 
that  we  shall  put  in  next  spring.  After  construction  was 
completed  we  had  an  intense  squall  which  knocked  down  4 
trees  near  the  shelter,  and  2 of  them  fell  on  the  building, 
destroying  a good  part  of  the  roof.  Our  crew  spent  much 
overtime  repairing  the  damage  so  that  the  result  looks  just 
like  the  original  construction.  The  campers  are  very 
appreciative  of  the  facility,  especially  having  a lavatory 
available  at  the  landing. 

This  should  serve  us  well  for  years  to  come,  away  from 
the  congestion  and  overcrowding  at  Harilla  Landing,  and  having 
a secure  place  to  leave  camper  cars  for  a week  is  a big  plus 
indeed.  Many  thanks  go  to  all  who  made  this  possible,  the 
campers  and  everyone  who  worked  so  hard  to  build  it. 


CREW  MEMBERS"  JOIN  THE  CAPITAL  CAMPAIGN 


To  date  we  have  407  "Crew  Members"  (contributors) 
and  a total  of  $168,000  in  payments  and  pledges  towards 
our  goal  of  $200,000.  This  translates  to  84%  of  our 
total,  with  16%  yet  to  be  raised. 

Many  thanks  go  to  all  of  our  captains  and  lieutenants 
for  a job  well  done.  We  especially  thank  our  2 fundraising 
chairmen,  captains  Creighton  Vallee  and  Herb  Anderson. 

It  was  gratifying  to  be  a part  of  this  effort  which 
really  brought  out  the  best  in  people.  We  have  met  the 
challeng-e  and  our  projects  are  underway.  The  project  at 
North  Woods  is  almost  complete  and  the  new  Big  Sandy  II 
is  under  construction.  We  still  have  more  work  to  do  on 
the  island  itself.  We  must  build  a dock  for  the  new  boat, 
and  repair  the  existing  front  dock  and  North  dock. 

The  positive  reaction  of  the  campers  each  week  this 
summer  was  most  encouraging,  and  many  weeks  had  close  to 
100%  participation. 

In  the  year  ahead  we  want  to  continue  to  raise  the 
remaining  16%  of  our  goal,  or  around  $32,000.  We  will 
approach  the  people  who  gave  a one-time  gift,  and  contact 
those  campers  who  did  not  make  a gift  or  pledge  in  1988. 
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Big  Sandy"  and  "Big  Sandy  II 


This  was  the  last  summer  that  the  Big  Sandy  was  used 
as  a passenger  boat.  Forty  years  ago,  in  1948,  Al  Stewart 
made  the  first  trip  as  Pilot  on  the  Big  Sandy,  and  this 
Octoberfest  he  drove  the  last  trip.  We  took  pictures  and 
even  videotaped  the  event. 

Big  Sandy  has  been  a fixture  at  Sandy  Island  for  40 
years,  and  everyone  loves  the  boat,  especially  the  children. 

We  shall  keep  her  as  a work  boat  after  we  find  a rebuilt  engine. 
The  extensive  work  that  was  required  this  spring  (Al  spent 
4 weeks  fixing  the  interior  structure)  should  keep  the  boat 
going  a few  more  years. 

Much  excitement  has  been  precipitated  by  the  impending 
arrival  of  Big  Sandy  II  this  coming  June.  Contracts  have 
been  signed,  downpayments  made,  and  construciton  has  begun.  We 
are  happy  that  our  fund-raising  is  enabling  us  to  complete 
this  much-needed  project. 

After  having  the  Big  Sandy  condemned  this  spring,  seeing 
and  smelling  the  exhaust  from  the  engine  burning  oil  all 
summer,  we  are  ready  for  a new,  bigger,  safer,  and  more 
comfortable  passenger  boat. 

We  are  planning  a christening  ceremony  in  June  at 
Fay's  Boat  Yard,  and  a party  at  Sandy  Island  later  in  the 
day  to  celebrate  the  arrival  of  the  new  boat.
